Campus Foreign Spies Should 
Be Put on First Plane Home 


Its nothing new to hear that there is active 
Surveillance of Chinese students from Taiwan on 
American campuses, The report issued by Prof. John 
Goheen of Stanford University only affirmeq what 
every Chinese student has known and feared for 
decades. 

If a foreign government questions a student's 
loyajlty, it is within its rights to deny giving him a 
passport，But once the government approves the 
student s application to study abroad，it should 
refrain from haunting him or her. 正 ven 填 the foreign 
government has reason to believe that the student has 
violated its native laws，iti should 各 e complaints 
through the regular legal channels in the United 
States, and not send agents to intimidate the scholars. 

The Chinese American community is also closely 
watched and monitored by agents from Taiwan. Not 
only does the Kuomintang (Nationalist Party) have an 
overseas department, the Nationalist government still 
keeps an overseas Chinese aftairs _ department in the 
cabinet， It is time for our community to tell all 
foreign _ governments to keep their hands in their 
pockets, and their agents at home. 

We urge students and professors in the Universities， 
as Well as concerned persons in the community to 
Teport foreign spies” activities to the police,， the FBI 
and the INS. They should be put on the first plane

Qin Shi Huang's 
Tomb to Remain 
Closed for a While 


NEW YORK 一 The tomb of 
China's first emperor，Qin Shi 
Huang，Pprobably will not be 
opened soon，in order to_better 
Preserve the artifacts once the 
tomb is opened. Qin Shi Huang 
died in 221 BC, so any artifacts 记 
the tomb would be over 2,300 
years old. 

“There is common thinking that 
more and faster is better，but I 
think that before we dig more，we 
should slow dowmn and evaluate, 
said Dr. Xia Nai，director of the 
Institute of Archeology of the 
Chinese Academy of Social 
Sciences. “In so doing，we Pre- 
serve the past for the archeol- 
ogists of the future.” Xia，also 
director of the Archeological So- 
ciety of China，made his remarks 
while on a recent trip to the US， 


Xia recognized the world-wide 
interest in the tomb，less than one 
mile from the site of the spectacu- 
lar find of over 7,000 life-size 
cerarmnic figures outside of Xian， 
Xia said that despite the world's 
interest，China wished to wait 
until its preservation technology is 
immproved soithat the artifacts 
within the tomb can be better 
Preserved.“As it stands now，the 
artifacts are safer in the ground,” 
he said. 

Archeologists generally support 
Xia's decision to delay opening the 
tomhb. 


“The Chinese are being true 
_ Scholars because they realize that 
in conservation technology，China 
has a long way to go said Dr， 
Kwang-Chi 'Chang，Pprofessor of 
anthropology at Harvard Uni- 
versity. Maxwell 及 .Hearn，assis- 
tant curator at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in NY also agreed 
with Xia's _ decision. “Given the 


same circumstances，in any other ， 


country in the world except 
China, they would probably dig， 
But'in China you feel it is more 
important to wait.” 

Archeologists are lincertain 让 
the tomb has been looted，as have 
SeverIal other ancient Chinese 
tombs， Records indicate that the 
tomb was protected by mech- 
anized crossbows, but it still could 
have been broken into and looted.

This 。 character _ originally “was 
created to mean “to settle” or a 
“neighborhood:.” For this reason， the 
Chinese _ combined the ， characters 
“farm”and“earth… to form this word. 
“Farm”refers to farming, and“earth” 
represents the living quarter which was 
usually made from strav and clay, - 

Sometime later people living in the 
same neighborhood began to _ build 
community worship ”altars. This 
character was used to label these as 
“neighborhood altars” In order to 
encourage a _ community spirit among 
the people，ancient classics on ritual 
specified that the wealthy or learned 
persons should not build altars of 
their own, but should join with others 


to support a commnon altar. Mandarin -Cantonese 
In modern times， this charac- 
ter is used more and more for “mile” [LI LEI 
asin“Hay” 
and “lane.… However，its meaning of 


“neighborhood”has not been comple- 
tely discarded. So，keep it in your 
note-book. 

As a measure of length， the ancientl 
Chinese _ considered three hundred 
paces a “mile.”As a neighborhood 
unit，the Confucian Book of Poetry : 
regarded  a “mile” as twenty-five， 
families; the Book of Folk Customs| 
said that it represents fifty families; 
the' Book of :History (Shang Shu) 
seventy-two; and the Book of the Sage 
Kuantzu rounded it up with an even ;| 
hundred. 

The _ moral is: Don't argue numbers 
with the Chinese.Everyone is right.

Not all of Fong's clients face 
such serious problems. He obser- 
ved :that there -has been an 
increasing number of clients with 
immigration=related problems， 
such as a case jinvolving a 16-year- 
oldboy whomneeded an operation , 
Because the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service had not 
seen a need to help _ establish a 
legal guardianship for him when 
he first came to the US, the youth 
lived with his grandmother and an 
older brother under an informal 
living arrangerment. 

This informality did not cause 
any trouble until he sought 
medical attention: the hospital 
refused to operate unless it had the 
consent of a legal guardian. 

Fortunately for the young 
immigrant，Fong convinced the 
hospital that under California 
law，a minor of the clients age 
could consent to his own medical 
treatment as long as he was 
not living with a Parent and could 
airange for payment of the 
services on his own，in this 
instance, public benefits， 

Many of the agency's other 
clients seek emancipation,， that is， 
to be declared an “adult.… Very 
few Asians, however, fall into this 
group;, Fongadmitted, Rather， 
they are more likely to come in the 
hopes of establishing a guardian- 
ship， 

PEERS 

Listing the most common prob- 
lem of living at home with parents 
who differ culturally and gener- 
ationally，Eong summarized the 
desires of these youths who seek a 
change in their living arrange- 
ment:.“Kids want to live like their 
peers 一 they want to dress and 
Participate in activities (like 


them). They feel their parents are、. 


overly strict and_ not under- 
standing...Conflicts arise,， he 
noted.> 

Some of the youths have been 
able to find other living arrange- 
ments with other relatives who are 
“more Understanding.”JIn many 
instances, however, LSC attempts

to keep the families intact and to 
develop informal solutions rather 
than to rely on the juvenile court, 

-In one'case，a 16-year-old girl 
found herself placed in a shelter 
after she complained.that the 
uncle with whom she had been 
living after her arrival in the US 
was physically abusing her，Un- 
able to speak English or under- 
stand the lifestyle of the shelter， 
She soon fell prey to some harass- 
ment by the other girls， 

“Alone and alienated because 
she was unable to commtunicate 
With others or the sta{f，she came 
to us,”Eong recalled.“We found 
out that she was really 18.. .and 
as an adult she should not be in 
the juvenile system.… 

He hypothesized that when she 
immigrated to the states,， Some- 
Where between the uncle and the 
(immigration) authorities，a mis- 
take was made.. .She came in 
under a refugee status, Its bound 
to happen where you get the name 
or age WIOng.… 

REUNITIE 

Even after confirming with 
immigration specialists that the 
discrepancy was not serious，FEong 
had to spend some time in trying 
to convince the uncle of that. 
Further; -once the agency deter- 
minedthattheallegations of abuse 
引 lso Were not Serious, 荆 SC SUccesS- 
fully brought the family back 
together again，. 

“The goal of the agency is to 
work things out without legal 
action，to work things so both

His appeal for help for a sick 


four-year-old helped open the 


doors to local hospitals. 

“The parents of a Chinese boy 
came to see me saying he was very 
Sick， They didn't know why and 
they needed heljp. We rushed him 
to_ Greenwood，but the hospital 
wouldnttreat him. Italkedto Dr. 
Kennedy who finally listened， 

“He told the rest of the hospital 
让 any of them was sick in China， 
think whatwould happen to them 
让 the Chinese refused to treat 
them _ just because they were 
white, After that I encouraged the 
Chinese to make donations to the 
hospital.

“Mississippi Colonel ”for many 
years and listed on the governors 
sta 任 一 Something unbheard of for a 
Chinese: He learned very early 
that SUch relationships Were 
valuable when it came to dealing 
with such problems as immigra- 
tion and the'integration of public 
schools. He confronted church 
leaders with the Problem of 
educating Chinese children， 
DISTANCES 

“The church people would 
always ask me， Ray Joe，why 
camtyou get more of your Chinese 
friends to attend church jlike you 
do?” Td turn around and tell 
them,， "You send missionaries to 
China :to teach Chinese about 
Christianity and you build schools 
there so that they can read the 
Bible. My friends say you won't let 
us go to school here，so how can 
they understand the Bible :or 
ChristianityP ” 

Although there were many ， 
efforts of local religious leaders 
and educated whites to help the 
Chinese there were several key 
developments that finally opened 
School doors to the Mississippi 
Chinese, Using the religious argu- 
ment，Ray W. Joe persuaded 
officials to allow my aunt (Crace 
Wong of Saratoga，California) to 
attend school in Greenwood，Mis- 
SissipPi， 

Everyday she traveled 55 miles 
by train to attend classes and then 
returned home，My grandfather 
convinced the trustees there to 
testify to other school officials how 
well Chinese were doing in the 
classroom and how foolish it was 
to force them to travel such long 
distances. He also signed a 
number of agreements stating he 
would take full responsibility 过 
there were problems with any new 
Chinese students， 

True to _ his commitment，after ， 
his retirement more than 20 years 
ago my grandfather built a new 
home ip Greenwood，Mississippi， 
It was my grandparents” way of 
saying Mississippi was home for 
them. Although they ultimately 
bowed to family pressure and 
moved to Los Angeles，Im sure 
their hearts remained in the 
Mississippi Delta. 

PEACE 

My grandfather told me;,“Tm 
eighty-five years old now，and 
grandson，Ive spent most of my 
life there, [have to call Mississippi 
home, The people and the places 
there mean So much to grand- 
mother and me.” 

I also_ believe my grandfather 
meant a lot to the people of 
Mississippi， He helped to build a 
bridge of better understanding 
and friendship between the dif- 
ferent races, asked him 这 he 
were lucky enough to be men- 
tioned in some history books,，how 
would he 1liked to be remem- 
beredp He gave this response，

Police Suit Against Paul Sing

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Su- 
perior Court late last month 
postponed its corsideration of a 
case in which three San Francisco 
Bolice officers sued acitizen who 
had earlier lost his suit against 
them forallegedly illegally detain- 
ing him almost five years ago， 

Paul Sing, a Richmond business- 
man, found himself detained and 
Searched by the police after a 
neighbor had phoned in a com- 
plaint about a Chinese man who 
Was Sitting in a car outside her 
house with a shotgun across his 
lap. ( 王 /W 2/8/178). 

DEPOSITIONS 

Though Sing does-belong to a 
gun club, he denies both having a 
rifle and waiting outside the 
woman's house for more than a 
few minutes on that morning in 
December 1977. According to 
documents in the case; Sing had 
made frequent trips to various 
pieces of property and other places 
during the day，and had often 
returned to approximately the 
same parking spot near his office 
which happened to be close to the 
womans home. 

Sing's deposition，or recorded 
testimony,，charges the police with 
having made Some racially- 
oriented comments and with 
pointing a gun to his head during 
the course of the search of his car， 

Depositions by the three 
officers，however，indicate that 
they treated Sing fairly and did 
not subject. him either to verbal 
harassment or violence，Though 
no official police report was filed， 
the Richmond Station logbook 
shows a conclusion of mo merit 
to the“man with a gun”com- 
Plaint filed by thewoman. 

The police did not find a 
Shotgun， 

The “Chinese  ， community 
reacted to the incident with anger. 
Several leaders, including now 
Municipal Court Judge and Sing's 
sister- in - law， Lillian Sing，

In that case, the presiding judge 
determined that the issue could 
best be settled through arbi- 
tration for no more than $15,000 
in damages. Sing chose not to 
appeal the case after he lost at the 
arbitration level. 

According to his attorney 
Geoffrey Rotwein，whose partner 
Roger Ruffin，originally repre- 
sented the businessman, Sing “had 
had his day in court”and after 
having spent a :considerable 
amount of money had deeided to 
“forget 直 .” 

Three years later,， in 1981，the 
three officers whom Sing had sued 


turned around and filed a“mali-. 


cious prosecution” suit against 
him， Officers William DeCarsky 


-and Walter Chan，and Sgt， 


Andrew Sekara charged -that 


-Sing's actions had injured their 


reputations and characters，The 
basis for such a suit is that the 
citizen had no basis in fact for 
filing his original action，that he 
knew the police had not acted

Soviets Send 
Veteran Diplomat 
To China Talks 


BEIJING 一 A veteran Soviet 
deputy foreign minister has been 
chosen to represent the Soviet 
Union in the current talks between 
China and Russia，Leonid 卫 . 
Ilyichev，who wasinvolved in 
earlier Chinese-Soviet border 
talks，has been described as 
Russia's most experienced diplo- 
matic troubjleshooter and is meet- 
ing with his Chinese counterpart， 
Qian Qichen，a vice foreign 
minister，to explore the possibil- 
ities of reducing tensions between 
the two countries，. 

Ilyichev，a former editor of 
Pravda，is one of Moscow's 
toughest negotiators，according to 
the ZA_ Times，and is one of the 
Soviet Union's most experienced 
officials in Chinese affairs.“He is 
avery, very hard-line tough nego- 
tiator who is prepared to sit 
forever,”said one diplomat who 
has met Ilyichev and was quoted 
in the Ti7mzes， 

The meetings involving Jiyichev 
and Qian are the highest level 
contacts between China and the 
Soviet Union since 1980，when 
China broke off talks with Russia 
because of the Soviet presence in 
Afghanistan, The Soviet Union 
has apparently placed grept em- 
phasis on improving relations 
between China and Russia, inclu- 
ding statement by Soviet President 


Leonid Brezhnev that relations 


should be improved, 

China has been reluctant，how- 
ever，to raise expectations about 
any significant changes that might 
occur in its relations with Russia.， 
Premier Zhao .Ziyang and Deng 
Xiaoping both toldq visitors that 
they still believe Russia is bent on 
world domination. Zhao told 
Japanese Prime Minister that 
because Russian hegemony has not 
changed，China's _ attitude of 
opposition has not changed (天 /WY 
10/6/82).，Chinese leaders insist 
that any improvermrent in relations 
with Russia is dependent on Soviet 
withdrawals from  Afghanistan， 
decreases in Soviet troop strength 
along the Chinese border, and an 
end to Russian support for Viet- 
nam's invasion of Cambodia， 

Perceptible shifts in China's 
attitude towards the Soviet Union 
have，however，occurred，Sports 
exchanges between China and 
Russia have occurred with increas- 
ing regularity and China has 
toned down its often strident 
attacks on the Soviet Union， 口

Thne Nestls a Subtle 
Masterpiece of Irony

The Nest, a new Spanish film by 
wiiter-director Jaime de Arminan， 
currently at the Cento Cedar 
Cinema and the Rialto in 
Berkeley, is a subtly-crafted mas- 
terpiece of irony and human 
drama, Beyond a doubt, it is the 
best first-run film now Playing 也 
the Bay Area. 

The plot is as simple as the 
exposition is coOmplex， A late- 
middle-aged widower，Don Ale- 
jandro (Hector Alterio) is jolted 
out of hiis comfortable, countrified 
existence by the attentions of a 
Precocious，strong-willed 13:= 
year-old girl，Goyita (Ana Tor- 
rent). He becomes obsessively 
infatuated with her，and she，in 
turn， becomes equally addicted to 
herPpower over him ， 

His descent into a kind of 
romantic hell is helplessly ob- 
Served by several persons，in- 
cluding the girls young and 
attractive teacher (Patricia Ad- 
riani); Don Alejandro's best 


friend，a down-to=earth priest - 


(Luis Politti); and the Don's 


long-time mistress (Mercedes 


Alonso)， 
LADY MACBETH 
Don Alejandro is totally over- 
matched by his youth Lady Mac- 
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Shao Lin (Kung Fu) Temple and 


beth. (When the audience and 
Don Alejandro first get a look 
at Coyita, she is TehearsingasLady 
Macbeth for the school play.) The 
priest，out of friendship，and the 
teacher，out of concern and 
jealousy，both warn the Don of 
the dangers of such a relation- 
ship, For example，when the Don 
asks the teacher why she chose 
Goyita for Lady Macbeth，she 
responds，only partly in jest， 
“because she's wicked enough to 
understand the part.” 

The title of the film is an apt 
one， When we first meet Don 
Alejandro heis snug in apat world 
of imaginary Symphony con- 
ducting and chess games by phone 
with an unseen Opponent. Actor 
Alterio，with his closely-set-to- 


gether eyes and beak-like mose， 


Seemis a flightless hawk whose 
wings have long-ago been clipped 
by life's disappointments. 

Later; he will cavort in the 
forest and hop_ after Coyita like 
some giant bird trying to regain 
his _ ability to fy，The relation- 


ship has awakened long-dormant: 


emotions and he will never again 
be able to go back to the safety of 
his- nest. 
PREY 

Goyita is a bird-nest collector 
and first_attracts Don Alejandro 
by leaving bird feathers and 
mysterious two-line poems for him 
to find in the forest. She also keeps 
a pet hawk in her room at home 
with her parents 一 a weak-willed 
father and nagging mother. But 丰 
is Don Alejandro who is the real 


prey of Goyita，and he finally 
finds himself caged by his own 
feelings and emotions, Coyita tells 
the Don at one point that she 
knew and hated his ex-wife, “be- 
cause she stole my nests.”She 
leaves no doubt that she wants to 
supplant the ,dead wife in the 
Dons life and take over her role. 

Thetfilm is marked by a series of 
exquisite two-character Scenes， 
The priest (Politti) and the Don 
have at least five scenes together 
and each one is a gem., They spar 
and joke with one another and 
suddenly shift into the most mean- 
ingful-comments about their rela- 
tionship :or the Don's plight. The 
audience is witness to the spec- 
tacele of two extraordinary actors 
at the top of their craft. 

A well-directed,， revealing scene 
is _ that between Goyita and the 
teacher，as they make a pact' to 
answer truthfujly alternate ques- 
tions, It is an equal battle as each 
tries to find out about the other's 
relationship with the Don， 

Don Alejandro is a gentle Don 
Quixote caught jin a trap set by a 


Lady Macbeth whosis too young to ， 


know the damage she is causing， 
but advanced enough to realize 
that she is the keeper and he is her 
captive，The inevitable tragedy 
seems not SO sad,， when.one Under- 
stands that the Don's last flight 
was a pure and exuberant soaring 
overT an Uneventful and escapist 
old age.
